HONOLULU STEAMER BLOWS

IVES REPORTED LOST. 


ONOLULU, March 25. — Be- 
H eves thirty and forty lives are 

belf@Vd to have been lost by the 
blowing up of the inter-island steam- 
er Maui tonight off Pearl Harbor. 

From Fort Kamehameha, soldiers 
observed that the steamer apparently 
was on fire. A few minutes later the 
ship was seen to blow up and im- 
mediately sink. 

More. than thirty men, including 
the crew and a number of laborers, 
mostly Hawaltians, were aboard. 

Rumors are cufrent that the Maul 
struck a mine, but the general opin- 
ion is that a boiler explosion caused 
the disaster. 

With the aid of searchlights from 
Fort Kam eha tugs and Japarese 
sampans fre searching the sea for 
any survivors that were able to” keep 
afloat.

The loss of all aboard the steamer 
is indicated, as it is believed the ship 
sank so quickly that there was no 
time to launch small boats. 


The Maui was a steel schooner of 
631 tons, owned by the Inter-Island 
Steam Navigation Company, and was 
used in the island trade. She was 
built in 1898 at the. Union § Ifon 
Works in San Francisco. Her dimen- 
sions were 171 feet by 30. 

The Maui left this port at 5 p.m. 
for Kauai with a cargo consisting 
mostly of ‘explosives. It is regarded 
as possible that the fire observed on 
the ship ignited the explosives and 
caused the vessel's destruction.

giving American coastwise ships free 
passage through the Panama Canal. 
Opposing forces divided fir the 
ing skirmish in the’conflict-which will 
open when a special rule is presented 
to the House tomorrow to limit de- 
bate on the repeal controversy... 
For the first time since the Dem@e 
cratic administration took charge of 
the government, administration ledde- 
ers found a strong, resourceful and 
determined element within the party 
opposed to a policy which President 
Wilson had personally espoused. 
Personal convictions on the question 
have practically obliterated party 
lines. This political situation with the 


international character of the “ques- 
tion involved, and the stress the Pres- 
ident has placed upon his position as 
necessary to the successful conduct of 
the administration’s foreign policy 

combined to make up a situation 
fraught with complications. : 
*The President's supporters tonight 
asserted they were gaining ground in

TO LIMIT DEBATE. ~* 

At noon tomorrow Chairman Henry 
will report a special rule providing 
for fifteen hours of general debate On 
the repeal bill, and allowing no op- 
portunity for amendment of the 
measure. An attempt will be made to 
fix four hours as a limit of debate on 
the proposed rule. If this is accom- 
plished, the first test vote will come 
late tomorrow on the adoption of the 
rule. : 

The supporters of the President are 
prepared to argue that the exemption 
of American ships from canA&l tolls 
is a violation of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty; that it is a form of subsidy 
to special interests; and the repeal is 
essential in order that the President 
may carry out his foreign policy. The 
opponents of the bill will declare that 
American shipping needs the free use 
of the canal, that transcontinental 
railroads fear the petition of free 
American ships, and that to repeal 
the free tolls section would be “truck- 
ling to Great Britain without exhaust-. 
ing diplomatic negotiations.” 

An effort will be made, if the rule 
is adopted, to press debate to a con- 
clusion, and reach a vote on the bill 
late Saturday. If Webate is prolonged, 
however, the final vote may go over 
until next week.

“After Gen. Salvador Mercado, the 
Federal military Governor, evacuated 
Chihuahua, taking with him many 
rich families who feared death at the 
hands of the rebels, Terrazas, Jr., de- 
cided to remain here with his family, 
not only because he did not wish the 
women and children to endure the 


person of Terrazas. who had taken 
refuge in the British vice-consulate. 
Terrazas was turned over to Villa on 
the promise that no harm would be 
done him. Nevertheless the prisoner 
was denied his liberty. On one oc- 
casion he was subjected to an almost

Evans in the Federal Court. 

The court held that certain com- 
munications the railroad declined to 
produce were privileged between law- 
yer ang client; that the Hepburn law 
does not give the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission power to make 
general examinations, and that the in- 
quiry is not along lines sufficiently 
specific. 

Following a resolution introduced 
in the United States Senate by Senator 
Luke Lea of Tennessee, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission began an 
investigation of the Louisville and 
Nashville's relations with other lines 
in the South to determine if there 
were grounds for action under the 
Sherman law.

ing up to the Roosevelt dam, the reser- 
voir itself and, finally, above the dam, 
a group of the best preserved and 
most interesting cliff dwellings in the 
Southwest.

SCHOOL-SALE QUESTIONS 


ED ON TODAY. 


HIS is special election Cay—again. 
se In late years there have been so 
many of them that p@ople have 


become dulled on the subject, and it 
would be a safe bet that many thou- 
sands of voters will be surprised to 
learn at the eleventh hour that the 
question of the sale or lease of Mer- 
cantile place and other kindred sub- 
jects is to be settled at the polis to- 


day. 

The Board of Education, prior to 
asking for the issue of bonds to bulld 
more schoolhouses, wants to know 
whether or not the people will agree 
to the sale of several unused proper- 
ties and to the use of the money for 
building purposes. These properties 
would bring something like $2,000,- 
000, and if this were added to the 
building fund it would reduce the bond 
issue by just that much. 

The principal piece of property in- 
volved is Mercantile place, valued at 
about $1,500,000. Sentiment is divided 
between the propositions to sell it and 
te lease it. Should it be sold, the 
money would immediately erect a 
number of fine school buildings; for 
instance, thirty of them, at a cost of 
$50,000 each. Should it be leased for 


the money for building purposes, it 
would réar at least one fine building 


For the past nine years Mercantile 
place: has paid to the school depart- 
ment $25,000 a year, the lease having 


been made when the property was 


valued at about $400,000. It is now 
worth more than three times that, 
and what the lease will bring on a fif- 
ty-year basis, when submitted to com- 
petition, is a matter for speculation by 
financiers. 

Should the alternative be adopted, 
that Mercantile place may be neither 
sold nor leased for fifty years, then 
the Board of Education may continue 
to lease for short terms and use the 
rooney only for running expenses, as 
at present, and of course, at a greatly 
reduced return, as compared with a 
long lease that would warrant the 
erection by the lessee of a first-class 
business block. 

The Mercantile place proposition is 
submitted in three ways: (1) sell: 
(2) lease for fifty vears; (3) neither 
sell nor lease for fifty years. — 

No alternative proposition is sub- 
mitted in the case of the Olive-street 
achool property and the property 
knownas the Parental School, located 
on Los Feliz road, it being anticipated 
that privilege to sell them will be 
granted. 

The fourth proposition on the ballot 
is for the people to decide for them- 
selves whether they want frame or 
brick or concrete buildings put up for 
echool purposes. 

The city has been divided into 165 
special polling places, each including 
three of the regular city precincts, and 
only qualified voters may cast their 
ballots, All voters must have been 
registered not less than thirty days 
prior to today.

FOOLISH AND DANGEROUS LAW. 

The inviolability of the mails is one. 
distinguishing difference between a free | 
and a despotic government. To punish 
crime of any sort excluding the corres- 
pondence of its trator from the use 
of the mails is to make the remedy worse | 


than the disease. Surely human ingenuity | 
can devise a punishment for thieves sim- | 
‘pler and more efficacious than refusing to | 


deliver letters addressed to them, and re- 
fusing to carry letters deposited by them in | 
the postoffice box. | id | 
Where the mail is used as the direct 
instrument by which a fraud is perpetrated, 
as for instance the distribution of lottery 
circulars or an account of lottery drawings, 
the law allowing the postmasters to refuse 
to deliver or to forward advertisements of 
such lotteries may barely be justified, | 
though even in such cases it might be bet- | 
ter to penalize the advertiser of frauds and 
provide for his punishment by imprison- 
ment as in the case of any other crime. 


But to go further and provide by law— 
as is proposed by a bill now pending in 
Congress, known as the Jackson billi—for 
excluding from the mails the correspofid- 
ence of persons found guilty by the Post- 
master-General of offenses with which the 
use of the mails has had nothing whatever 
to do, {is a step much too far toward a 
Worse than Russian or Turkish despotism. 

The Jackson bill, so called because ft was 
drafted by James F. Jackson at the instance 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce, is a 
bill to establish an Interstate Trade Com- 
mission and to give such commission cer- 
tain regulatory powers over stock  ex- 
changes 


The bill prohibits “matched orders,” wash 
sales” and curb dealings in futures. It pro 
vides— 


P 

“(1.) That no package, letter, circular, 
pamphlet, postcard, newspaper or other 
form of printed or written statement con- 
taining a quotation of any prices or any 
advices, information or representation con- 
cerning transactions in securities sold or 
offered for sale on any stock exchange shall 
be delivered, deposited or carried in the 
mail, unless such exchange has established 
and is in good faith maintaining rules and 
regulations requiring— 


“(2.) That before the stock or bonds of 
any corporation shall be listed, quoted or 
dealt in upon any exchange, it must file 
with the, secretary a statement of its as- 
sets, its liabilities,-its receipts, its earnings 
and its dividends for three years next pre- 
ceding, or for such lesser time as it may 
have engaged in business. 3 

“(3.) That members of the exchange be 
forbidden manipulation of securities by fic- 
titious purchases and sales, that they be 
forbidden, on penalty of expulsion, from 
hypothecating securities belonging to their 
customers, or from lending securities 
pledged with them, or from taking .or car- 
rying a margin account with any employee 
of any bank, trust company, dr insurance 
company—all upon penalty of expulsion. 

“(4.) Members of the exchange are to 
be required to keep accurate books of ac- 
count of all their transactions, which books 
must be open at all times to the inspec- 
tion of the officers of the exchange and of 
the Interstate Trade Commission 

“(5.) If the exchange fails to expel an 
offending member, or fails to maintain any 
of the rules and regulations specified, the 


who shall thereupon instruct postmasters | 
not to receive for transmission in the mails

Section 1 of the proposed Jackson law ex-

statement of “the nature and amount of the 
tangible and other assets of such corpo- 
ration, its actual and contingent liabilities, 
Bross receipts and net earnings year. by 
year for at least three years next preced- 
ing the filing of such statement or for such 
lesser time as the corporation shall have 
been engaged in business, together with its 
complete dividend record.” 

If such statement shall not be filed, or if, 
being filed, the commission shall be satis- 
fled that such statement is false in any 
material particular, it -hall so report to 
the Postmaster-General, w..> will thereup- 
on order excluded from the mails any let- 
ter from or .to said offending corporation, 
and aly néwspaper containing any adver 
tisement of it or reference to it. \ 

The Jackson law concludes with the fol- 
lowing provision: 

“Any person or corporation who shall 
knowingly deposit or cause to be deposited 
in the mails, or who shall knowingly send 
or cause to be sent by mail any letter, 
package, circular, pamphiet, postcard, news- 
paper or other form of printed or written 
statement concerning transactions in se- 
curities the use of the mails with respect 
to which is or shall be prohibited under 
this act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor; and, on conviction, shal] be fined 
not more than $1000, or imprisonment not 
more thas six months, or both, for the 
first offense; and for any subsequent of- 
fense shall be imprisoned not more than 
two years.” 

The law might not be so objectionable 
if it provided only for the punishment by 
imprisonment and fine of those guilty of the 
offenses which it describes. The’ iniquity of 
it is im the fact that it constitutes the In- 
terstate Trade Commission a tribunal to 
pass ex parte upon the question as to wheth- 
er the law has been violated. It tries 
the stock exchange collectively and its 
members individually without their pres- 
ence, condemns them without their being 
given an opportunity to make their de 
fense, and makes of the PostmasterGen- 
eral a lord high executioner to carry its 
edicts into effect. It condemns the inno-

PECUDATIONS OF EXTRA CLERK 


Amount Taken from Bureau of 
Street Assessments Approximates 
Two Hundred Dollars—Receipts 
Were Given for Money Paid and 
Then Stubs Destroyed.

An extra clerk in the bureau of 
street assessments made away with 
approximately $200 from the bureau 
of street opening and widening, ac- 
cording to a report made yesterday by 
the City Auditor on an audit of the 
accounts of this bureau. 

‘The mame of this extra clerk !s 
withheld, aé it is understood the bond- 
ing company acting as his surety is 
after him. It is stated that this man 
had been in previous trouble in the 
office of the City Assessor. 

‘Myers states that the bureau of 
street opening and widening has urged 
that it has had insufficient help to 
keep the accounts as directed by the 
Auditor and he also declares that his 
instructions to the Board of Public 
Works as to the handling of pénalties 
and other revenues were ignored. 

“No effort has been made to clean 
up the accounts in order to get cer- 
tain moneys out of the trust fund and 
inte the proper accounts, whefe they 
might have been available for use by 
the city through departmental! receipts 
os otherwise,” charges the City Au- 

tor. 

He then sets forth that as a resuit 
of this neglect to properly care for the 
closing up of accounts there now rests 
in the trust fund amounts which

Railroad Commission, as originally 
suggested by the companies, should 
meet with their approval. 

“In view of the expressed will of 
the voters that the city generated 
electricity must be distributed by the 
city, it offers the only practical 
method, in my opinion, outside of the 
economic waste of paralleling extsting 
systems.” 

Stephens then recommends the 
adoption of a resolution of policy ¢et- 
ting forth that the money received 
from the proposed power bond issues 
should be used first to finish tha 
power plant o. N1 dnd build proper 
transmission lines to the city: second, 
‘to acquire in the manner described 
at least one of the existing systems, 
and as the power projects develop 
and at proper times to proceed tu 
acquire the other distributing systems 
in like manner. 

Tt is probable this resolution of 
policy will be presented to the Council 
and will be adopted today. 


URGES MORE SPVED. 
IN PORT TRAFFIC PLANS. 


The urgent necessitv of providing 
for the position of traffic director for 
the port of Los Angeles and making 


detailed arrangements for the-duties 


of this position, is set forth by 
Clarence Matson, secretary of the 
Harbor Commission, in a communica- 
tion presented to that body. vesterday. 
After consideration, the board re- 
ferred the subject to Commissioner 
Gordon. who is the head of the de- 
partment of industries and commerce. 

Matson points out the fact that the 
city will become a common carrter 
when it builds a harbor termina) rai'- 
road, as has been proposed, and states 
that it is to be regretted that the de- 
lay in completing the terminal ar- 
rangements and appointrhent of a 
traffic director has occurred. He he- 
lieves that a salary for this position 
should be sufficient to secure the serv- 
ices of an experienced man and that 
this position should be made subject 
to civil service provisions. 

Tn his communication, Matson savs: 

‘*A traffic director should have been 
at work long ago on these problems, 
and T again urge the Board of Har- 
bor Commissioners to approve an 
ordinance providing for such an offi- 
cial, and transmit it to the City Coun- 
cil with the recommendation that it 
be adopted. A draft of an ordinance 
for this purpose was prepared by the 
City.

ORD’S WORK 
IS INDEFINITE. 


TO BE UNCERTZ7AIN. 


Property Is Distributed to Wife 
and Daughter—However, Ideas of 
Dead Man Will Probably Be Car- 


ried Out by the Widow—Large 
Amount Is Involved. ‘ 


The provision in the will of Alonzo 
C. Potter to leave one-third of his 
$147,033.82 for “the Lord's 
work” was declared invalid by Judge 
Rives yesterday, when the final ac- 
count of the executors, Mrs. Della E. 
Potter, the widow, and Attorney How- 
ard J. Fish, came up in the Probate 
Court for settlement and distribution 
of the property. The entire estate goes 
to Mrs. Potter and her daughter. 


Potter wrote in his will June 22, 
1909, that he desired to establish a 
thoroughly orthodox mission, Baptist 
academy or university for educating 
and preparing young men and wom- 
en for the ministry or mission work. 
He provided that only thoroughly 
orthodox Baptist professors or teach- 
ers should be employed in the faculty 
or any department of instruction. 
The proposed institution was to be 
conducted along lines similar to what 
is known in the East as Brown Un- 
or Cornell University of New 

ork. 

The executors set up that, provid- 
| ing one-third of the estate for the 
Lord's work is opposed to the express 
mandate and policy of the law, that 
ino trustée was named and no bene- 
ficilary designated. In its reference to 
the trust, the provision was declared 
indefinite and uncertain. 

Potter also provided for a long 
lease on his property on Figueroa 
street, fixing the. value per foot, and 
giving one-third of the income to the 
widow, one-third to the daughter and 
one-third for the Lord's work. This 
provision was also objected to on ac- 
count of its uncertainty and the in- 
validity of the lease. 

Fish asked for the distribution of 
the entire estate to the widow and 
the daughter, Katherine Alene Potter 
Winter, which was ordered by the 
court. It is intimated that Mrs. Pot- 
ter may endeavor to carry out the 
ideas of her husband.
